Parents select committee to 
fight against school closures

Members of a steering committee 
aimed at overturning the school board's 
decision to close two elementary schools 
were scheduled to meet tonight in the 
home of Tom Page in Vandenberg 
Village 


Page, who is president of Miguelito 
School PTA. is one of 12 persons who 
were appointed Friday at a meeting of 
150 parents and teachers in Lompoc 
Library 
The others are David Wulf- 
tange. Dorothy CHllespie. Bud Thacker. 
Jo Ann Hughes. Judy Neilsen. Giovanni 
C’argasacchi. Don Adams. Pat Oiscione. 
Betty Biggs. Gregg Hyatt and Dorothy 
Wagner. Miguelito and La Mesa Schools 
are scheduled to close in the fall because 
of declining enrollment. 


Page said the first order of business 
tonight will be to name a chainnan and 
begin to develop a line of attack on the 
problem A delegation of the parents and 
teachers were expected to attend a 


school board meeting tomorrow night, 
even though they are not on the 
board s agenda. 
The 12 were named Friday at the con­ 
clusion of a meeting attended by a 
standing-room-only audience 
in the 
library. An estimated 150 persons were 
on hand to voice their displeasure with 
the board s a^'tion in closing the two 
schools 
On hand to define the legal possibilities 
open to the group was Atty 
Gary 
Dunlap 
Dunlap said the group had little hope of 
overturning the board's action in the 
courts and would have to settle for 
political action if the members wanted to 
proceed The political action he referred 
to was to write letters to board members 
and work to convince the trustees that 
they should reverse their closure action. 
However, he said he had discussed the 
issues with trustees Richard K Jacoby 
and Jack He)man and was convinced that 
the board action was legal and was based 
on the sincere belief that declining 


enrollment dictated the closures. The 
two trustees also indicated that they 
believed their action would not harm the 
(Hiucation of the children. Dunlap said. 


Dunlap also pointed out the" difficult 
task.it would be to mount an effective 
recall move The group would have to get 
a si/able numbt‘r of signatures on a peti­ 
tion in order to qualify for an election 
and then thev would have to find five 
jx'rsons who would be willing to run for 
the offices. Dunlap said 
He made it 
clear that his rea.son for attending the 
meeting was as a representative of a law 
firm that serves clients 


During a 2 '2-hour discussion, the 
parents compared the respective merits 
of various cour.ses of action and finally 
decided to appoint the committee to 
prepare a program Before adjourning, 
however, the parents scored talk of 
boycott — keeping their children out of 
school in protest — and nailed down their 
distaste for that type of action by voting 
unanimously against it 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - Patricia 
H e a rs t te s tifie d to d a y th a t she 
cooperated with her Symbionese Libera­ 
tion Arm y kidnapers because they 
threatened her with death “ a couple of 
hundred times.” 
She said she was locked in a closet for 
“ a month or a month and a half” and was 
moved from a suburban home to a San 
Francisco apartment while stuffed in­ 
side a garbage can in the trunk of a car. 
The 21-year-old newspaper heiress, 
talking publicly for the first time about 
her 19 months with the SLA. said her 
captors once gave her the choice of going 
home or staying with them but “ I didn’t 
believe them. " 
Miss Hearst. who wore a rust-colored 
velvet 
pantsuit 
with a 
pink-checked 
blouse and had on no makeup, testified in 
a low. expressionless monotone. The 
only change in her voice was when she 
said her kidnapers told her she would be 
killed 
Then her voice dropped even 
lower and trailed away. 
She took the stand at a hearing before 
U.S. District Judge Oliver J. Carter on 
defense efforts to prevent testimony at 
her bank robbery trial on events which 
took place after the April 15. 1974. 
holdup. 
The ju ry was out of the 
courtroom during her testimony. 
Chief defense counsel F. Leie Bailey 
questioned her for nearly an hour about 
her captivity, starting with her tape 
recorded “ This is Tania” confession and 
continuing through a Los Angeles 
shootout and her cross-country trip to 
Pennsylvania with sports figure Jack 
Scott and SLA members William and 
F;mily Harris. 
Then prosecutor James L. Browning 
Jr 
cross-examined her. using an af­ 
fidavit signed by Miss Hearst shortly 
afte r her capture to question her 
honesty. He pointed out inconsistencies 
between the story she told on the stand 
today and the affidavit, in which she said 
she was brainwashed and nearly driven 
to madness by the SLA. 
The prosecutor asked why she fired 
shots on May 16. 1974. at M el’s Sporting 
Goods In Los Angeles when SLA member 
Emily Harris left her alone in a van to go 
to the aid of husband W illiam, who had 
been caught shoplifting. 
Miss Hearst said she feared both her 
SLA kidnapers and the FBI would kill 
her and that she had been trained daily in 
how to react if any of the terrorists were 
in trouble 
“ From the time the blindfold was 
taken off until then, there were classes 
every day in what to do in case 
something like this happened When it 
did. I didn't think. I just did it. If I hadn’t 
done it and they’d have gotten away, 
they’d have killed me.” 
“Couldn't you have walked away?” 
asked Browning. 
“ I couldn't have walked away because 
the others in the SLA would have come 
looking for me and I felt the FB I was 
looking for me too” 
The defendant said the SLA composed 
her tape recorded confession to the bank 
holdup and she was accompanied into a 
tiny closet by Donald DeFreeze. the 
“ Field Marshal Cinque” of the SLA. to 
read it 
She said she had been told before that 
she’d be killed if she didn’t cooperate. 
“ Were you told this many times? ” 
Bailev asked. 
“Yes 
it be a couple of hundred 


Francisco flat 
“ You were moved in a car’’ ” Browning 
asked 
“ Yes 1 was put in a garbage can and 
tied up and put in the trunk of a car and 
then placed in the closet immediately.” 
Miss Hearst. almost im mediately 
after being sworn in. said making a tape 
to illustrate that she was a member of 
the SLA and took part in its activities, in­ 
cluding presumably the robbery, was 
discussed by her captors under the direc­ 
tion of Donald DeFreeze 
“You were at an apartment where 
there was the making of a tape, were you 
not’’” asked Bailey 
“ Yes.” she replied. 
“ Who else was there’’ " 
"Donald DeFreeze. Nancy Ling Perry. 
Patricia Soltysik. Camilla Hall. Bill and 
Em ily Harris and William Wolfe.” Miss 
Hearst said 
"And Angela Atwood, too’’ ” asked 
Bailey 
“ Yes” 
“ And what did DeFreeze say’’” 
“ He said the tape was to be made to 
.show that 1 took part in it.” 
She denied she had acted voluntarily 
and said she had been told previously she 
would be killed If she didn’t obey the 
terrorists’ orders 
“ How did you learn about the tape?” 
“ 1 was told to sit down with Angela 
Atwood and she would compose the tape 
We sat down on the floor and she wrote 
out the tape and W illie Wolfe was there.”

“ Had they told you what would happen

“ Yes I was told I ’d be killed.”

State budget slash recommended

urged that $104 million be slashed from 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown J r.’s proposed 
$12.6 billion state budget for a new “era 
of lim its.” 
s 
Nonpartisan Legislative Analyst A. 
Alan Post, in his annual review of the 
governor’s projected spending program, 
cited key proposed expansions as targets 
for deep cuts, including $22.1 million 
from fledgling early childhood educa­ 
tion. 
Post also called on the legislature to 
reduce by half the $25 million the gover­ 
nor recommended for local urban parks 
and suggested elimination of $16 million 
for site acquisition and construction of a 
new 
s t a t e 
o f f i c e 
b u i l d i n g 
in 
Sacramento. 


Last year. Post called for a modest 
$46 4 m illion 
reduction 
in Brown’s 
proposed budget of $11 3 billion. The 
governor departed from tradition and ac­ 
cepted almost all the cuts immediately 
and then oneupped Post and cut his own 
spending plan by another $7 million 
Post, who has chewed up governors’ 
budgets 
since 
1950. 
recommended 
B r o w n ’ s 
sp ending 
p r o g r a m 
be 
reduced by $162.3 million and increased 
by $58 4 million for a total net reduction 
of $103.9 million. 
He termed the budget “ essentially a 
workload proposal.” ,but warned the law­ 
makers that in some case the governor 
had failed to provide enough money to 
finance his plans.

with state and some federal monies, for

Project 
SAVE. .Sentencing Alternatives Verifica­ 
tion Effort, the property has been 
languishing in a Santa Maria storage 
facility Some of the property, mainly 
agriculture equipment has been used by 
Allan Hancock College on loan, pending 
decisions by the supervisors 
The property list includes farm 
e q u i p m e n t 
t r a c t o r s , 
g r a d e r s , 
cultivators, well pumps, harrows, 
greenhouses 
and 
u t i l i t y 
tanks, 
refrigerators, food .service equipment: 
food 
s e r v i c e 
e q u i p m e n t : 
devices, work tables, ovens, ranges, pot 
racks and dishwasher; automotive sup­ 
plies: cars, radios, trailer and tools; of­ 
fice supplies, typewriters, calculators, 
side chairs, desks, settees, tables, files;

proposed by the sheriff It was uncertain 
what Fletcher was prepared to tell his 
fellow supervisors, but his aide. Larry 
Lavagnino told this reporter last week 


that “ Project SAVE can’t be saved” 
The project was originally proposed by 
the sheriff in November 1973. As set 
forth in a written form directed to the 
supervisors, the project was designed to 
rehabilitate offenders 
who were as­ 
signed to the sheriff’s department, but 
who fell somewhere between the county 
jail and the state prison system in terms 
of .seriousness of offense. 
(’ounty Administrative Officer Ray 
Johnson has recommended that the 
county abandon the project so that the 
equipment and supplies in storage can be 
returned to the state or disposed of. The 
supervisors held up on giving the green 
light to the project because it would have 
meant the creation of 35 to 40 new posi­ 
tions in the sheriff’s departm ent. 
Johnson submitted his recommendation 
for cancellation on May 15. 1975, but the 
supervisors delayed acting until further 
study 
The time for action may be today, but 
there may be last ditch efforts to salvage 
the equipment and the property at least 
for use in a modified sheriff’s program 
or in a new program which has been 
quietly broached behind the scenes by, 
the probation department. 
Uounty probation chief C liff Römer 
reportedly would like the equipment for 
use in a juvenile rehabilitation program 
to handle youths who are more seriously 
involved in the penal system than those 
assigned to Los Prietos Boys Camp and 
not quite as much as the California 
Youth Authority. 
It was believed that the sheriff would 
propose a modified program, but Sheriff 
John W Carpenter told this reporter last 
week. “ I don’t have any intention of be­ 
ing involved in the program half way” 
f'arpenter was huddled with department 
project chief Capt. Dave Herseman late 
last week to finalize the department’s 
position

were reported shooting looters on the 
spot. 
The latest temblors caused walls to 
creak and furniture to shift but were 
minor compared with Sunday’s shocks 
which caused buildings to sway and 
drove panicked citizens into the streets. 


A newspaper reported today that five 
persons 
caught 
looting 
houses 
in 
Guatemala City had been shot and killed 
by police and soldiers. 


“ Although the news is without official 
confirmation, it is known that no less 
than five thieves have been slain...while 
attempting to break into houses. The 
thieves were organized in bands and 
were armed with knives and revolvers,” 
the newspaper Prensa Libre said. 


The newspaper La Nación said public 
health authorities had warned citizens 
about “ groups of miscreants disguised 
as vaccinators on pretext of immunizing 
victims of the earthquake but who then 
drug and rob them.” 
“ By giving injections of drugs that put 
them to sleep, the thieves then haul away 
anything of value.” the newspaper 
reported.

"I told them they were out of 
their minds, but I was extreme­ 
ly flattered by the offer they 
had made and for several 
months I considered the pos­ 
sibility,” he said. 
Hope was ineligible anyway. 
He told the senators he was 
born in England of British 
parents.

The statement from the Bank 
of Spain said: 
"In the last few weeks the in­ 
ternational currency markets 
have been subject to strong 
movements that culminated in 
the Bank of Italy’s suspension 
of intervention and that forced 
other central banks to make 
massive interventions for the 
support of their currencies. 
"In view of this situation—to 
avoid speculatory movement 
and defend the peseta from the 
risks that such movements 
could cause—the Bank of Spain 
has modified its intervention 
exchange rates today, Feb. 9, 
fixing the intervention ex­ 
change rate with respect to the 
dollar at 66.54 pesetas buyer 
and 66.60 pesetas seller.” 


The news came a day after 
tens of thousands of Catalans 
demanding autonomy for their 
region clashed with riot police 
in Barcelona for the second 
time in two weeks.

Labor races inflation 
with '76 catchup year 


United Press International 
Union bosses are calling 1976 
a "catchup” year - a year to 
catch up with losses suffered 
during the recession. 
Truckers, rubber and electri­ 
cal workers, building trades­ 
men and some 15 million public 
employes are bucking for in­ 
creases in pay and fringe 
benefits. 
Economists say the demands 
could result in more inflation. 
"Most forecasters are calling 
for inflation between 5 and 7 per 
cent.” said Dr. Joseph Seneca, 
chairman of the economics 
department at Rutgers College. 
"But I think you could see a 
marked upward change if these 
contract settlements run higher 
- if labor unions press very 
hard for significant wages. 
"Certainly there’s a good 
case that the unions may feel 
there’s some catching up to be 
done.” 
Major union contracts cover­ 
ing some 4.5 million industrial 
workers are scheduled to expire 
this ’year and huge wage and 
fringe demands are expected. 
Police, firemen and other 
public employes, considered a 
"tinderbox” by new Labor 
Secretary W. J. Usery, could be 
even tougher at the bargaining 
table. 
Last month, police and 
firemen in the District of 
Columbia won an 18 per cent 
pay hike over 10 months. Police 
in Prince Georges County, Md., 
agreed to an average 14.5 per 
cent increase over two years. 
Usery predicts settlements 
will average about 10 per cent 
this year. But the big unions say 
they want more. 
President Harry Bridges of 
the 
In tern a tio n a l 
L ongshorem en 
and 
Warehousemen’s Union, whose 
contract doesn’t expire until 
1978, said the average worker’s 
net income has declined 9 per 
cent. 
“It’s definitely a catchup 
year,” said Charles Marciante, 
head of the 720,000-member 
New Jersey AFL-CIO. "We’re 
going after the dollars in hand.” 
Even the most optimistic of 
economists, former White 
House adviser Walter Heller of 
the University of Minnesota, 
predicts a "modest wage-push 
inflation” ahead. 
Dr. Murray Weidenbaum of 
Washington University, a for­ 
mer assistant secretary of the 
treasury, criticized the unions 
for trying to "catch up.” 
"The entire society has suf­ 
fered a decline in real income 
because of the worldwide in- 
Pressure on Congress for jobs 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - One 
day last month nine policemen 
were called to the city employ­ 
ment office in Los Angeles to 
control a crowd that began 
gathering at 4 a.m. to apply for 
one job opening for an elevator 
maintenance mechanic. 
The incident, described in a 
regional hearing of Congress’ 
Joint Economic Committee, is 
being used as an illustration by 
those urging Congress to 
provide jobs quickly for many 
of the country’s nearly eight 
million unemployed. 
In recent days a procession of 
witnesses representing the 
AFL-CIO, A m ericans for 
Democratic Action, and city, 
county and state governments, 
appeared before the House 
Budget Committee. They all 
were urging Congress to do 
something about unemploy­ 
ment. 
They cite not only the 
hardship on individuals but also 
the cost to the nation: 
— Most economists agree 
each 1 per cent drop in un­ 
employment would reduce the 
federal deficit $16 billion by cut­ 
ting welfare ’and unemploy­ 
ment compensation payments 
and bringing in taxes that are 
not now being paid. 
— If unemployment, recently 
about 8 per cent, were reduced 
to 4 per cent, which many 
economists call "full em­ 
ployment,” next year’s federal 
budget would show a surplus in­ 
stead of a $43 billion deficit. 
— At full employment the 


economy would produce $220 
billion more in goods and ser­ 
vices. 


Several possible methods of 
providing more jobs are being 
proposed in Congress: 


PUBLIC WORKS: Congress 
has passed a $6.2 billion bill for 
construction projects expected 
to create 600,000 jobs and 
budget aid to keep local govern­ 
ments from having to lay off an 
estimated 100,000 employes. 
President Ford has announced 
he will veto it. 


PUBLIC SERVICE: A bill 
comes before the House Tues­ 
day to increase the number of 
federally financed public ser­ 
vice jobs in state and local 
governments from 300.000 to 


600,000. Ford plans to phase this 
program out during 1977, so this 
bill could produce another veto 
fight. 


STIMULUS: Tax cuts and in­ 
creased government spending 
theoretically stimulate the 
economy and create more jobs. 
Ford proposes a further $10 
billion tax cut. Some econo­ 
mists say there should be more 
stimulus. The administration 
says this would increase infla­ 
tion. 


WORK WEEK: Some suggest 
Congress order the nation onto 
a 30-hour work week so the 
number of available jobs would 
be spread among more people. 
Others say this would only dis­ 
tribute the misery, not cure it.

Federal aid 
sought for 
border area 


EL PASO, Tex. (UPI) - Of­ 
ficials in four states along the 
1,800-mile U.S.-Mexico border 
are trying to gain millions of 
dollars in federal aid to deal 
with the special problems of 
border cities. 
The new Organization of 
Border cities approved a 
resolution this weekend backing 
a proposal for a regional com­ 
mission composed of Texas, 
New Mexico, Arizona and 
California. The commission 
would channel the federal aid to 
the cities involved. 
President Ford last year 
signed into law an amendment 
to the 1965 Public Works and 
Economic Development Pact 
allowing creation of a border 
commission. 
Karl Lorenz, counsel to the 
House Committee on Public 
Works, said a letter already has 
been prepared for the signature 
of new Secretary of Commerce 
Elliot Richardson inviting the 
governors of the four border 
states to join in forming the 
commission, whose administra­ 
tion would be funded by a $5 
million grant each of its first 
two years. 
The new organization elected 
El Paso Mayor Don Henderson 
temporary president, Commis­ 
sioner Jess Haro of San Diego, 
Calif., temporary vice presi­ 
dent and Mayor Arthur Doan, of 
Nogales, Ariz., as secretary 
treasurer. 
The representatives of 11 
federal agencies, four states 
and cities from Brownsville, 
Tex., to Calexico, Calif., at the 
meeting generally agreed prob­ 
lems associated with the border 
location had outgrown the 
cities’ abilities to solve them. 
Laredo, Tex., newspaper pub­ 
lisher William Baker said Mex­ 
ican border communities may 
form a similar organization to 
work with the U.S. group.

Musical instruments?

There she is The Grand Old 
Lady She sits big and serenely 
at the Santa Barbara County 
Airport — Lompoc as the fog 
lifts 
Few people know her 
story This is because she is the 
silent martyr type 
She weighs in empty at a 
stout 23.400 pounds. Her wing 
span is 90 feet. Y et, the 
description does not begin to 
d e fin e 
h e r 
u n co m m o n 
ch aracter or su ggest the 
recognition she deserves. 
For example, there were her 
war years. Her personal mis­ 
sions are unknown and she 
refuses to reveal them, but it is 
recorded that she was one of a 
fleet of C-47s that served 
gallantly during World War II. 
C-47s dropped paratroopers, 
towed assau lt gliders and 
hauled freight, soldiers and cat­ 
tle 
Dependable, uncomplain­ 
ing. they often performed above 
and beyond the call of duty. 
C-47s were used in the Berlin 
Airlift in 1948 and later C-47s 
were retitled AC-47s. mounted 
with “ G atlin g gu n s” and 
became the scourge of the Viet 
Cong. 
But not one C-47 was on the 
list when they passed out the 
medals; not one C-47 was the 
su b ject of a hom ecom ing 
parade. 
C-47 was the military name 
for the DC-3. The DC-3 of this 
story is owned by K.B. Mc­ 
Donald. president of Santa Fe 
E n g i n e e rs who liv e s in 
V an den b erg V illa g e , and 
piloted by Red Hatmaker. 
There have been many men in 
her life. It is unlikely she under­ 
stood the madness of one of 
them, but she n$ver abandoned 
them either; they always aban­ 
doned her. 
After she was built in 1941 by 
Douglas Aircraft for American 
Airlines, she was immediately 
drafted into the U.S. Army Air 
Force Following the war, she 
was delivered to the airline and 
used to appease the fantasies of 
mice and men as they shuffled 
across this broad country. 
T h en ,' in 1949, D o u glas 
Aircraft seized the idea of mak­ 
ing her into a star. They 
purchased her. ran her through 
a rebuilding program and billed 
her as one of only four Super 
DC-3s. 
She was such a beauty that 
Donald Douglas himself kept 
her for his private use. 
Though well-received, she did 
not allow the attention to spoil 
her. She had observed early 
that it was easy to be popular 
with men in your prime years.

Grand Old

What was hard was to be ap­ 
preciated by them in your 
declining years. 
The day came — as she knew 
it would — when she w as 
pawned off in favor of a 
younger model. She was sold to 
a construction company, resold 
to a grain company, and sold 
again to a bank in Mexico. 
F in a lly , sh e b ecam e the 
property of K.B. McDonald. 
T h ro u gh a ll 
the m a n ­ 
handling, there is no report she 
acted less than a real lady. 
Today, slick jets zoom past 
her props as she cruises along. 
Young pilots do not know a DC-3 
from a com cob, but pilots with 
graying hair “ still have a bit of 
love for her in their hearts.” 
“ She is a hell of an airplane. 
Nothing they have built can 
replace her,” boasts Hatmaker. 
“ For good, 
reliable, do-it- 
everyday- airplane, there is no 
way to beat a DC-3.” 
He m akes a good point 
because, 41 years after their in­ 
troduction, DC-3s are still being 
used — as 
crop dusters, as 
freighters and as commercial 
passenger planes. 
They are in use, according to 
Hatmaker, because no other 
plane “ can do the job she does 
and as economically as she does 
it.” 
Moreover, modem planes are 
“ ready to junk after 40,000 
hours,” while a DC-3 continues 
in fine flying style at 60,000 
hours, he added. 
The DC-3 is remarkable today 
and she was remarkable when 
she first came out in 1935. She is 
credited with making air travel 
popular and airline profits pos­ 
sible. 
Although the DC-3 played a 
“ towering role” in aviation 
history. Hatmaker reports that 
McDonald is now thinking of 
abandoning his. 
“ We’re looking at F-27s 
now,” he admitted. 
What does an F-27 have that a 
DC-3 does not have? 
“ Turbo prop engines,” said 
Hatmaker “ And pressurization 
too.” 
Like the man said, for good, 
r e lia b le , 
d o -it-e v ery d ay - 
airplane, there is no way to beat 
an F-27.

DC6 crash 
kills three

fX’6 airlin er blew an engine on 
takeoff, then flew low in the 
rain seven m iles over populated 
resid en tial a re a s and c rash 
landed on a golf course in the 
San Fernando Valley, killing 
three crew m en 


Three other crew m em bers 
survived the crash Sunday with 
m inor injuries, but 10 firem en 
w ere burned in a flash fire that 
erupted as they tried to pry the 
victim s, possibly dead already, 
out of the crushed cockpit. 


The sudden whoosh of flam es 
m o m en tarily trap p ed nearly 
two dozen firem en, and several 
of them scram bled off the plane 
w reckage w ith their clothing 
aflam e O ther firem en grabbed 
those who w ere burning, threw 
them down in the rain-soaked 
mud and beat out the flam es. 


The d eath and in ju ry toll 
m ight have been much higher, 
but the four-engine plane had 
not yet picked up its load of pas­ 
sengers for a c h arte r flight to 
Las Vegas and the m unicipal 
golf course w as closed because

In addition, another 80 homes 
will be developed at the Flats 
Hills Estates between Buellton 
and Solvang on the Harcourt 
property. 
Hopefully, Johnson said, the 
district will be able to obtain a 
green-belt-surrounded site for a 
school annex w ithin the 
development area behind 
Central Avenue. 
Present enrollment at the 
Jonata Schod is 380.

community’s and reservation’s 
sewage disposal problems. 
Beset by delay after delay 
and a myriad of red tape for 
many, many months, the 
SYCSD has been practically 
bogged down in its efforts to oly 
tain state aid funding to 
build a ^ a g e disposal system. 


One of the questions facing 
(Urectors, too, is whether to 
construct a district sanitary 
disposal plant or hook up to the 
Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District facilities. 
“ We will have to make a deci­ 
sion soon on how the thing is go­ 
ing to go," district director 
John Pappas declared. What 
that decision will be will 
probably be based to a large 
degree on the outcome of the 
EIR hearings on the district 
project to be conducted by the 
end of March. 
In the meantime. Mission In­ 
dians on the reservation are 
seeking aid in solving their own 
sanitary problems. The SYCSD 
has offered to serve the reser­ 
vation when its system is in 
operati<m. But, the question is: 
when will that hai^n? 
A key to the dual problem 
may have emerged last Friday 
in Santa Barbara as a result of 
a session involving discussions 
by: P ai^s; Bob Flowers, dis­ 
trict engineer; James Waters, 
project evaluator of the State 
Water Quality Control Board, 
Mission Indians of the reser­ 
vation; and representatives of 
the 
County 
P lanning 
Department; U.S. Public 
Health Service; Indian Health; 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development; and the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs. 


During the session, the 
representative of the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs said he would 
favor, with the approval of the 


SYCSD board, the opening of 
discussions between the district 
and the BIA and the Indians as 
to how best solve the problems. 
Present plans call for the dis­ 
trict to present its plans to the 
BIA and the Indians. 'The latter 
two in turn will provide the dis­ 
trict with their proposals to 
develop more housing and other 
facilities on the near-100 acre 
reservation. 
Earlier this year a pair of 
federal grants totaling $210,000 
was approved on a state level 
for the use of the Indians on the 
reservation. 
A community building will be 
constructed on the reservation 
at a cost of $135,000 and another 
grant of $75,000 will be used to 
create a large campground and 
wildlife sanctuary system. In 
addition, a dozen new homes 
are scheduled to be built on the 


reservation with funds from 
HUD. 
Pappas will report to fellow 
board members on last 
Friday’s session in Santa Bar­ 
bara at a regular meeting of the 
district directors this Wednes­ 
day at 7:30 p.m. in the Santa 
Ynez River Water Conservation 
District office. 
At the meeting Wednesday, 
directors may also make a deci­ 
sion on filling a vacancy m the 
board caused by the resignation 
last December of director Bill 
Nelson.

PALM SPRINGS. Calif. (UPI) - Until 
someone more animated comes along, 
Johnny Miller will have to do as the most 
outspoken and forthright player on the 
PGA tour. 
When Miller misses a shot— whidi 
isn’t often—he says, "I hacked it,” or "I 
played it badly,” or “it was as dumb a 
thing as anyone could do.”

PH ILA D ELPH IA (U P I) - The 
Philadelphia 
Eagles’ exhaustive and 
sometimes embarrassing search for a 
new head coach ended this weekend 
when Dick Vermeil did what Joe Paterno 
and Frank Kush wouldn’t do. 
Vermeil, who coached UCLA to an up­ 
set win over Ohio State in the Rose Bowl 
last New Year’s day, signed a five-year 
contract to coach the Eagles, replacing 
Mike McCormack, who was fired at the 
end of last season. 
Eagle Owner Leonard Tose ttould not 
disclose term s of the contract but called 
it “ a fair and generous agreem ent.” 
The Eagles’ announcement* Sunday 
came as a surprise because Vermeil’s 
name was not among those who had been 
mentioned as leading candidates. And 
the E a g le s’ w illingness to m ake 
lucrative offers had failed to lure 
Paterno, head coach at Penn State, and 
Kush, Arizona State coach, away from 
campus life. 
“It would appear that the Philadelphia 
Eagles has made Dick Vermeil an offer 
he can’t refuse,” UCLA Athletic Direc­ 
tor J.D. Morgan said. 
“1 would not have thought of applying 
for the job,” Vermeil said from his 
Woodland Hills, Calif, home. “ UCLA is 


one of the finest schools in the country, 
both in sports and academically.” 
But Vermeil said Tose was convincing. 
Tm thrilled with receiving the oppor­ 
tunity of working for Leonard Tose. who 
appears to be sincere in getting a winner 
in Philadelphia.” 
“We got the man we wanted,” Tose 
said. He called Vermeil. 39. “a brilliant 
young coach.” 
“ At no time was any one other than 
Dick Vermeil offered the job as Eagles’ 
head coach,” Tose said.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 


Rabin's complaint 
to U.S. 


WASHINGTON — Despite the cordial 
sm iles that abounded during the recent 
visit of Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin to Washington, his secret talks 
with U.S. leaders were marked by bitter 
complaints against the CIA. 
The fluttering blue and white Israeli 
flags along downtown streets, the warm 
greeting by President 
Ford on a rainy White 
H o u se 
la w n 
an d 
R abin's ad dress to 
Congress created an 
impression that U.S.- 
Israeli relations were 
trouble-free. 
In p riv a te ta lk s, 
however, Rabin pulled 
out s h e a fs of top 
s e c r e t I s r a e li 
in ­ 
telligence reports in 
an attempt to show the 
CIA and its recently 
departed director William Colby tried to 
undermine Israel. 
Colby advised key senators late last 
year that Israel had a respectable 
m ilitary advantage over its Arab 
neighbors. Partly as a result, President 
Ford is asking only $1.8 billion in aid for 
Israel, at least $500 million less than the 
Israelis are seeking. 
But during his visit, Rabin denounced 
Colby’s estim ates as incomplete, citing 
figures from his own highly respected in­ 
telligence services. For instance, he 
charged, Colby had de-emphasized Jor­ 
dan's 600 to 700 tanks and another 1,000 
tanks in Iraq. 
Rabin was particularly furious over 
the CIA’s estim ates on Iraq which sup­ 
plied three large units of troops to the 
Arabs in the 1973 war. At that time, 
Rabin acidly pointed out here, the 
Iraquis w ere distracted by Kurdish 
rebels. 
Recently, however, to Israel's dismay, 
the CIA has withdrawn its support of the 
Kurds, thus freeing four more Iraqi divi­ 
sions for possible action against Israel. 
In addition, Rabin said the United 
States is unrealistic in thinking that 
Saudi Arabia, with its sophisticated U.S. 
arm s, is not a potential Israeli opponent. 
Meanwhile, the Soviet bloc, according to 
R a b in 's to p s e c r e t r e p o r ts , is 
replenishing its Arab friends with 
planes, tanks and other war supplies at a 
rate five tim es faster than the United 
States is restocking Israel. 
Indeed, observed Rabin during one 
conference, Israel has had to incorporate 
Russian equipment captured from the 
Arabs into its own military forces. The 
problem is, he noted sardonically, that 
Israel cannot buy Russian arms and am­ 
munition. 


KOREA CAPER: In a wild jour­ 
nalistic career missed by congressional 
investigators, the CIA once tried to bribe 
the Communist world’s most famous 
n ew sm a n , W ilfred B u rch ett, into 
d efecting to the United States for 
$100,000. 
Defection by the talented Australian 
whose byline is familiar all over the 
Communist world would have been a 
juicy intelligence and publicity coup for 
the United States. 
The bizarre idea of buying off Burchett 
originated with Maj. 
Gen. Blackshear 
Bryan, a top U.S. negotiator at Pan- 
munjom, Korea, in U.S. newsman a U.S. 
intelligence officer in Word War II, who 
was an acquaintance of Burchett. 
The newsman sat down with the CIA 


and drafted a plan in which the $100,000 
weuld be offered to Burchett as he and 
the newsman walked down a Pan- 
munjom path. At the end of the path was 
a U.S. landing pad where a helicopter 
would be ready to spirit off Burchett. 
The newsman, who asked that his 
name be withheld because he still may 
visit Communist countries, told us that 
his purpose in serving as intermediary 
was to force the CIA to get information 
for him on two captured friends The 
friends, correspondents Don Dixon and 
Richard Applegate, had been seized in a 
yacht off Hong Hong by Red China. 
Skeptical of the Burchett plan’s suc­ 
cess. the newsman nevertheless raised it 
with the Communist reporter before they 
began their walk. “ My news organiza­ 
tion can offer you $100,000 for your life 
story.’’ the newsman said. “ Plus we ll 
take very good care of you.” The $100,000 
was to be CIA funds. 
But Burchett had a wife and newborn 
child in Peking and also apparently liked 
his life as a globe-trotting Communist 
star reporter. He gave the U.S. newsman 
no encouragement. When the newsman- 
intermediary advised that the scheme 
be dropped, the CIA canceled “Operation 
Burchett." 
Footnote: The newsman told us he had 
been promised the scoop on the defection 
as part of the agreement. “ Besides.” he 
said, “Don’t forget, in those days we all 
felt differently about the CIA.” 
WASHINGTON WHIRL: The oil in­ 
dustry often has been accused of making 
obscene profits, but until now no one has 
accused them of obscene advertising. 
However, a chemical industry magazine 
recently featured full-page Amoco. Arco 
and Ashland Oil ads featuring bare 
breasts and buttocks. A risque Tenneco 
cartoon ad show s a three-handed 
salesm an telling a three-breasted 
businesswoman. “ I can't tell you. Miss 
Jarvis, how pleased I was when they told 
me I was selected as the Tenneco 
salesman to call on you’’... 
While ordinary air travelers pay up to 
$6 a day to park at Washington airports, 
members of Congress, diplomats and 
Supreme Court justices get free parking 
right adjacent to the terminals. This 
year, the taxpayers are forking 
over 
$48,000 for guards to keep anyone else 
from parking on the VIP lots... 
Rep. M illicent F enw ick, R -N .J., 
returned from a visit to China with a 
recipe for duck that is not likely to make 
it onto the staid House of Represen­ 
tatives restaurant menu. It calls for 
cooking up the duck's tongue and webbed 
feet along with the usual cuts... 
One of Washington's leading electronic 
surveillance experts. Clyde Wallace of 
the Spy Shop, recently moved and found 
that 25 wires from a Spanish government 
office next door ran temptingly through 
his new quarters. He bugged the 
telephone company to remove them but 
has no in tention of bugging the 
Spaniards. 


Taiwan, and the Philippines. Cambodia 
and Laos are gone, of course; and 
Thailand is catapulted 
into a neutrality which 
will probably leave it 
looking something like 
Burma in a matter of 
time. But the domino 
theory’s next victim, 
a ll th is tim e our 
parochial 
gaze was 
focused on Indochina, 
is really Angola. 
There are very few 
individual pieces of 
real estate, viewed 
only as real estate, 
that the United States needs to defend in 
order to defend its own sovereignty. 
Most of what we have defended we have 
defended because of its symbolic value. 
The freedom of Berlin preeminently. 
Taiwan, and South Korea; and. even. 
Quemoy and Matsu. 
The Congress of the United States has 
now taken a flat position on Angola. We 
are not going to defend Angola with 
American troops — that was always 
pretty clear. But we are not going to give 
any aid to Angola. Although President 
Ford, as commander-in-chief, has asked 
Congress for extensive aid to Angola, he 
will apparently be rebuffed. In the words 
of Senator Dick Clark, chairman of the 
relevant subcommittee, “ No proposal of 
any kind of continuing American involve­ 
ment is going to be accepted by a vast 
majority of Republicans or Democratic 
members of Congress.” 
I do not see the meaning of Senator 
Clark's flat statement unless it is this, 
that the Russian military is welcome to 
initiate aggression against any country 
in the world with which we do not have a 
mutual defense treaty. Angola if it wants 
to. Zaire — why not? South Africa — and 
more power to them. 
Indeed the question arises whether our 
mutual defense treaties would really be 
sufficient to change the mind of Senator 
Clark. We had such a thing centered 
around the SEATO nations, and although 
never formally repealed, it is for all in­ 
t e n ts 
and p u r p o s e s d e a d . T he 
D em ocratic Party platform of 1972 
proposed that we officially terminate our 
mutual defense treaty with Taiwan. 
By what spirit are we guided? What 
would we do if the Communists, through 
the use of their agents in Italy, took con­ 
trol of the government there? 
Perhaps the best caricature of our 
cu rren t mood w as «caught in the 
ceremony at the airport in Havana 
where Fidel Castro was saying goodby 
to Prime Minister Trudeau and Mrs. 
Trudeau. When the photographer snap­ 
ped the picture, it happened that Castro 
was bent over tying his shoe-lace. 


After reading the caption, the wonder 
is that Trudeau was not leaning over kis­ 
sing Castro's behind. He chose, instead, 
to do so verbally. What he said about the 
toughest slavem aster in this hemisphere 
was that he is a leader of “ world 
stature.” What he said about Castro's 
sending Cuban combat troops to in­ 
terfere in African affairs on the side of 
the Communists there, to seek to sub­ 
jugate the country to the will of a Soviet 
dictator, was that “a great deal of 
thought and feeling for the situation” 
when into Castro's decision to send 
troops to Africa 
One wonders whether Mr. Trudeau 
would say that a great deal of thought 


and feeling had been put into a move by 
Fidel Castro if he sent troops to Quebec 
to liberate the people from Canada. 
Trudeau’s abject treatment of Castro 
is exactly in the spirit of those who 
salivated every time Hitler or Mussolini 
roared, and who now establish their 
manhood by going to horror movies 
about Nazi concentration camps. The 
domino theory, in a shrunken globe, 
foretold that the Trudeaus of this world 
would be bellicose in their treatment of 
America, and oleaginous in their treat­ 
ment of Communist dictators, if we lost 
the war. Well, we lost it, and we are 
reaping the harvest. As, incidentally, are 
innocent Angolans.

Editor: 
On Tuesday evening, 3 February 1976, 
two of our neighborhood schools were 
dealt a fatal blow by five of our elected 
officials. The Lompoc Unified School 
District Board of Trustees voted un­ 
animously to close Miguelito Elem en­ 
tary School and the La Mesa Elementary 
School, in the face of overwhelming op­ 
position. This opposition was in the form 
of approximately 900 concerned resi­ 
dents. parents and taxpayers. Not one 
person in the audience stated support for 
the closure of these schools. The Lompoc 
Council of the P. T. A. presented a 
resolution in opposition to the closure of 
any schools. TTiere were petitions from 
approximately 1500 concerned parents 
and citizens in both of these school 
areas; and 35 to 40 citizens pleaded with 
the School Board but to no avail. 


The Board of Trustees repeatedly 
stated that economics was not the only 
issue, but the real issue never surfaced. 
Ironically these elected officials are 
called trustees. 
In this day of automation when we are 
in danger of losing our identity and 
becoming a number in the m asses, the 
board and the school administration feel 
b ig g e r 
s c h o o ls 
p r o v id e 
m o r e 
“educational flexibility.” If this is the 
case Los Angeles should have the best 
schools in the country One need not be 
too astute to know this is not true. 
Educational flexibility does, however, 
allow the board and the school ad­ 
ministration to shift 474 elementary 
school children like pawns on the Lom­ 
poc School District chess board. These 
children who had identity in their 
neighborhood schools will be shuffled 
around to four other schools in the name 
of “educational flexibility.” Some will 
be bused; but some will have to walk 
perhaps two m iles and cross busy streets 
such as Highway 246 at V Street. Olive 
and I Street and S-20 on-off ramps and 
Burton Mesa. This loss of identity and 
the facing of hazards, however, does 
allow our school administrators more 
“educational flexibility.” 
So what is the real issue for closing

schools? The Record implied on Monday, 
2 February 1976. that there was some 
pressure that had not surfaced: and this 
rumor has been circulating around town. 
It did not surface at the school board 
meeting What is the real reason for clos­ 
ing th e se sc h o o ls? One can only 
speculate One faction feels that Allan 
Hancock wants the Miguelito Campus. 
This would indeed be a plus for our 
community 
but not at the expense of 
243 elem entary children. One source 
reported that La Mesa was closed to 
provide a central kitchen for the school 
district. Now wouldn’t it be just too 
much to bus all these children out of 
their community so their school could be 
converted to a kitchen? And along the 
same line of reasoning one school board 
member inquired about the possibility of 
building temporary buildings at Buena 
Vista to accept the influx of students in 
the event it was voted La Mesa was 
closed That logic escapes me entirely. 
Why would one want to close down a 
school 
and 
then 
build tem porary 
buildings to accommodate the children 
that were relocated? 
To accommodate the influx of shifted 
Miguelito students at Clarence Ruth, 30 
students will be shuffled to La Canada. If 
their plan is followed, Clarence Ruth will 
be filled to within 20 students of its rated 
capacity from the outset. In the 1977-78 
school year the capacity of this school 
will be exceeded and the excess will 
grow through 1980-’81 their projection 
shows a student population more than 100 
above the rated capacity. Because of this 
influx Clarence Ruth will probably lose 
its library. When this item was brought 
to the attention of two of the board 
members, they replied that we will just 
have to shuffle more students ih that 
event 
These two elementary schools provide 
unique, personal, learning environments 
staffed by professional educators that 
work together as a team. Now they have 
been sacrificed and scattered to the 
winds by the Board of Trustees in the in­ 
terest of “educational flexibility.” Our 
children have suffered a loss. We have 
all suffered a loss and Lompoc has suf­ 
fered a loss. The era of education as­ 
sembly lines has reached our com ­ 
munity We have com e into the “age of 
educational fle x ib ility .” L om poc’s 
neighborhood school concept is drawing 
to an end All hail our innovative Board 
of Trustees.

It is good to see that the doctors of 
Southern California have agreed to ter­ 
minate their “slowdown” in protest to 
high m alpractice insurance rates Wa 
thought they made their point a long 
tim e ago but nevertheless felt that the 
legislators in Sacramento understood. 
In analysis, we find ourself sympathiz­ 
ing with the good and 
dedicated doctor in 
this financial squeeze. 
Som e d octors have 
told us that they would 
have no trouble at all 
paying their malprac­ 
tice insurance fees if 
they could pass the in­ 
crea se on to their 
patients. They did not 
want to do that. That 
is 
a 
g o o d 
a n d 
dedicated doctor. 
Last week a reader 
brought to us a clipping from the Chicago 
Tribune that showed what one doctor did 
in retaliation for an unfounded suit upon 
himself. It was a solid case of turnabout 
is fair play. 


The doctor in question was 73 years of 
age He gave up his private practice and 
with his savings he established a free 
clinic in Aurora, Illinois to service 
members of fam ilies without health in­ 
surance or other sources of medical care 
payment. 


One day a 40-year-old woman came in 
for treatment of a small skin cancer on 
her face. The skin cancer was surgically 
removed and the woman sued the doctor 
for $100,000 for leaving a sm all scar on 
her cheek. 


A circuit judge dism issed the suit 
when the plaintiff declined to appear to 
plead her case. 


The doctor has now turned around and 
sued the woman for $1 to deter others 
from filing what he says are unfounded 
medical malpractice suits. In addition, 
he sued the woman’s attorney separately 
‘ for $50 in actual dam ages and $10,000 in 
punitive damages. The Illinois Medical 
Society says that the suit is the first in 
the state in which a doctor has sued his 
accuser in a m alpractice case. 


“We don’t think the legal profession as 
a whole approves of som e of these 
suits,” the doctor said. “I strongly 
suspect that lawyers who handle these 
unfounded suits are in the grey areas of 
their profession, just as we have medical 
practitioners on the fringe of our profes­ 
sion.” 


When the suit w as filed against the 
doctor, his insurance premium went up 
33 per cent. The increase will last three 
years. 


“My plan was to operate the free clinic 
at least through 1977,” the doctor com ­ 
m ented, “ but I am recon sid erin g 
because my insurance coverage, token 
as it is, is entirely inadequate if i am to 
be confronted again with one of these un­ 
founded suits."
